Occupied Germany: 


In the following Appendices “A”, “B”’, and “C” are summaries of 
cases and deaths by Regierungsbezirk and Land, and case rates by 
Regierungsbezirk and Land for the week ended 7 September 1946. 


Communicable Diseases: 


After four consecutive weeks without any reported cases of typhus 
fever in the Zone one case was reported during the current week in 
Oberbayern Land Bavaria. Diphtheria has increased by seventy cases 
over the previous week with the increase occurring in all three Laender 
and US Sector Berlin while there was a decrease in Bremen. Likewise, 
scarlet fever increased in all three Laender and US Sector Berlin and 
decreased in Bremen. The increase in typhoid fever cases was mostly 
confined to Land Bavaria where the reported cases approximately dou- 
bled those of the previous week. Poliomyelitis decreased from 35 cases 
to 29 cases this week while malaria decreased from 23 to 20 cases for 
the Zone in spite of an increase of five cases in Land Bavaria. Tuber- 
culosis of the lung and larynx, with the lowest incidence since April, 
decreased by 126 cases over the previous week with the decrease oc- 
curring in all three Laender but increasing in both US Sector Berlin 
and Bremen. This week has also shown a decrease of approximately 
400 reported cases of gonorrhea and the ratio of gonorrhea to syphilis. 
has returned to approximately the ratio maintained prior to the change 
of the past two weeks. 


Medical Supplies: 


Six hundred liters codliver oil has been received in Bremen from 
charity organizations in the United States and is being distributed 
through the medical social workers channels. Approximately 7500 kgs. 
cf assorted bandages are being processed by the Blumenthal Woll- 
kaemmerei for hospitals in Bremen and Wesermuende. Also, Bremen 
Enclave has been allotted 3°/o of the insulin and penicillin which is being 
received from CRALOG. In July, 11,300,000 units of insulin were turned 
over to Bavarian authorities for storage and controlled release. Nine 
million units per month are required in Land Bavaria with less than 
2,000,000 units received from the Hoechst plant supplemented by 600,000 
units of local production which only meets approximately one fourth of 
the insulin requirements. CRALOG has agreed to ship 15,000,000 units of 
insulin per month for the next six months, 45° of which has been 
allocated to Land Bavaria. There is little likelihood that local production 
can be increased appreciably within the next six months but with the 
American surplus stocks, requirements can be met for the time being 
and upon depletion of this. supply it is hoped that it will be possible 
to import from several European firms. The Hoechst plant is now manu- 
facturing DDT under the name of Garasol at the rate of 70 tons per 
month and a similar product. GIX, at the rate of 8 tons per month. 
There is a reserve stock of 111 tons of Garasol and 20 tons of GIX 
and this together with the present rate of manufacture will be suf- 
ficient to meet the German insecticide requirements. The newly formed 
Central Public Healtn Committee in Bavaria has been asked to consider 
such questions as requirements for drugs which must eventually be met 
by import and requirements for German manufactured apparatus such 
as X-ray equipment and surgical instruments. 


fiospitalization: 

In Greater Hesse the turning over of the Internee Hospital in the 
Grenadierkaserne, Karlsruhe, has been indefinitely postponed and the 
US Army medical installation will remain at the hospital until a comp- 
etent German staff is available to assume operational responsibilities. 
Arrangements were made in Bavaria for hospitalization of Sudeten Ex- 
pelees and to date 350 have been hospitalized at Landshut. This move- 
ment has now been stopped. 
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
